bly live. Tho child Mary folt su^h 
pity for tbo helpless lambkin that 
sbo begged hor father to lot her take 
it and try to nurse it into strength.

THE SORT OF 

MAN BRYAN IS. 

His Law Partner, Talbot, Likes 
Him, But Not Bis Politics 



He Says Bryan's Early Speeches 
Were Usually Prepared 
With Much Care. 

His Early Struggles, Pet Ideas, 
Piety, and Marked Personal 
Characteristics. 



Lincoln, Neb., July 14.— Win. J. 
Bryan's law partner and most inti- 
mate personal friend is a man of 
about his own »g<\ He 5s a Stalwart 
Republican. A. R. Talbot is one of 
tho prominent Republicans of the 
Stato. A month ago he was nomi- 
nated for the Stale Senate. Nobody 
in Nebraska entertains a higher 
opinion of Bryan person all 5", than 
his partner, but ho does not hesitate 
to condemn his associate's political 
views. 

"Bryan is to be admired for every- 
thing except his politics, aud I know 
he is honest in his politic," said Mr. 
Talbot, who chatted in an interesting 
manner about his partner. 

"Will Bryan aud I were classmates 
in the Union Law College in Chicago. 



before at Galesburg at an oratoric 
contest. lie represented Illinois cc 
lege in the contest, and took secoi 
prize. I don't remember his subject 
now, but he made a deep impressiou 
Even then he had considerable repu- 
tation as a public speaker. He had. 
while attending colloge, stumped the 
Stato of Illinois for \V. M. Springer, 
with whom Bryan was always on the 
most intimate and friendly tei 
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Bryan a place on the Ways and Mean; 
Committee. Will was kuowu as i 
ready, witty talker, and he was mucl 
in demand. His utterances were al 
ways carefully prepared in advance 
aud were always polished and grace 
ful. "While we were attending ilit 
law college ho delivered an address 
on Abraham Lincoln that was very 
generally commented on." 

•'Did you then regard him as cut 
out for a public man ?" 

''I did not. I know he was a bright 
fellow, who would get on in the world, 
but I never thought of him as des- 
tined for a great career. As a matter 
of fact we were both poor boys, strug- 
gling to make our way, and neither 
one ot us thought much of tho futuro 
then. It kept us busy taking care of 
the present. We were both utterly 
without means aud had to work our 
way through college. I worked in 
one law office and Will in another 
Lyman Trumbull's by the way — tor 
$3 per week. We paid all of our ex 
pouses out of that. In those days wo 
lunched pretty regularly on a nickel'* 
worth of crackers and apples, but we 
dined heavily at night." \ 

What happeued when you left the 
law college?" 

Wo wore graduated in June, 1883. 
Will went to Jacksonville to engage 
in the practice ol tho law, and I came 
to Lincoln immediately. I didu't see 
him again until 1857, when he came 
legal business. He 
stayed in Lincolu with mo over Sun- 
day. I was away part of tho day and 
so did not see much of him, but before 
saying good-bye I suggested that ho 
come out to Lincoln aud go into part- 
nership with me. I told him I would 
guarauieo him a living, and that was 
about all he was getting at Jackson- 
ville. I told him he was just the kind 
of man to come west aud grow up 
with the country. He did not have 
very much to say, but shortly after he 
he reached homo he wrote me aud 
wanted to know if I was in earnest 
when I made him the offer of a part- 
torshlp. I replied that I was. aud in 
few weeks he came out again and re- 
mained here thirty days. At the end 
of that time he returned to Jakson- 
ville, closod up his business there, and 
back with his family, prepared 
to stay. Some time afterward he 
purchased a lot on D street for $500 or 
$000. His father-in-law. Mr. Bakd,

He settled down to 
IM of law, but he devoted 
some attention to politics almost fron 
the first, and within a year kud a hal 
of the time of his arrival in Uncoil 
hn was nominated by the Democrat 

"All the time ho was in Uw colloge 
Will gave a ijreat deal of considera- 
tion and study to questions of govern- 
ment. Ilo read up thoroughly on 
';onstisutional law, aud he was early 
improssed with the idea that the peo- 
ple were being unjustly burdened by 
monopolies. He maintained even 
then that tho menace of the country 
was the encroachment of wealth on 
the rights of the common people, and 
ho thought there was serious trouble 
ahead tor the country. He was a 
strong Democrat, and he eamo liones;- 
ly by his Democracy, for his father, 
Silas Bryan, was one of the staunches! 
Democrats in Illinois. And. bv the 
way, his father was a character. He 
was a politician, but at the lama time 
ho was known as a religious enthusiast 
Ho was a great man to pray. He 
would pray at any time and iu auy 
place. You never could tell when 
btlas Bryan was going to break out in 
prayer. Ho served in the Legislature, 
aud he invariably dropped to his 
knees and offered up a silent prayer 
before addressing the Chair, aud often 

down on his knees for a few moments 
of prayer. Then he was made a Cir- 
cuit Judge, and ho continued his 
praying. When ho came into the 
court room he would pray, aud 
otten, while the attorneys wore mak- 
ing arguments, he would slide down 
behind the bench and 6eek spiritual 
refreshment. Will Bryan is quite as 
religious as was his father, only ho is 
less demonstrative. He aud his wife 
have been active members of the First 
Presbyterian Church ever since they 
came to Lincoln. Will has never, to 
my knowledge, uttered a word of 
profanity, nor used tobacco or intoxi- 
cants In any form. 

"I can recall, one debate in which 
he participated in hie college day?. 
The subject was the duty of a repre- 
sentative iu the Legislature or Con- 
gress, whether ho should be guided 
by his own views or by those of his 
constituents. He maintained that the 
representative ought to be careful to 
get on the right side and then educate 
his constituents up to his opinion. 



and he did not expect to make an: 
thing for himself. Ho said he would 
not take au/thing but his expenses 
'Why,' he remarked ')t is necessan 
that those who cau should give their 
lives to the work of emancipating tht 
people. Somebody has got to do thU 
and I have made up mv mind to eute 
into it heart and soul, but not for mi 
own benefit.' He didn't sign the con 
tract. 

"When he was In Congress ho had 
an offerof $10,000 a year to become 
the counsel of a large corporation, but 
he tol l the officers that he would noi 
act as their attorney for tho entire 
profits of the concern. He has been 
repeatcdiy urged to make his home in 
DeraoeraHo States, with the assurance 
that he would be elected to the United 
States Senate and kept there the rost 
of his life, but he said he preferred to 
(Motto In Lincoln, and he will con- 
tinue to koep his residence In this 
city."

CRUSHING DEFEAT 



The Leader Himself Said to Have 
Been Captured 

Key West, Fla.,— The Spaniard 
under Gen. Juarez Iuclan have sus 
taiucd a crushing defeat at the handi 
of the. insurgents under Antonio 
Maceo, according to advices received 
by the Ctibau revolutionary leaden 
iu this city. Not only was Inclan's 
column defeated with heavy lose, but 
the Cubiau leaders are informed that 
it is currently reported in Havana 
that the Spanish General himself was 
captured and is now held as a prist 
by Maceo . The battle is said to 1 
occurred on July 15 near Mac 
strong hold in the proviuce of P 
del Bio. For the last two weeks 
insurgents have beeu very aggtossive 
aud small parties have repeatediy at- 
tacked the Troacha, causing I he Span- 
iards much annoyauce. Gen . Inclan 
was ordered to drive back these de- 
tached bauds of insurgents aud for- 
tius purpose took with him 2,000 men. 

Maceo seems to have expected such 
a movement aud arrauged to ambush 
the Spaniards. The Spaniards fol- 
lowed the insurgent skirmishers in- 
cautiously and fell into the ambush. 
Then the insurgents opened fire from 
all sides, which threw the Spaniards 
confusion. While tho Spaniards 
were thus disordered the Cubans 
(barged completely routing their foes. 
Gen. Inclan made a dosperate effort 
to rally his demoralized forces, but 
was surrounded by the Cubans aud 
compelled to surrender. It is reported 
in Havana, according to the revolutio- 
here, that the Spaniards wore 
pursued almost to TfOoht aud lost 
tan 300 men killed and wound- 
There were fourteen officers 
among the killed. Cubans here also 
say Maceo will hold Iuclan as hostage 
save the lives of prominent insur- 
gent officers who have been captured

"KEEP OUT OF POLITICS." 

Bishop McQnid s Advice to the 
Catholic Benevolent Legion- 



Rochester, July 14 —The New York 
State Council ol Iho Catholic Rauevo- 
lent Legion opened its fourteenth an- 
nual convention here to-day. After a 
street parade this morning mass was 
celebrated by tho Roy. John J. Mc- 
Namee, of New York. Stste spiritual 
adviser, in Cathedral Hall. The 
Right Kev. B . J. McQnid, Bishop of 
Rochester, occupied the Episcopal 
throne, and in an address said : 

"Now lot me give you a piece of ad- 
vice. Beware of politics. Eschew 
politics these days , a man loses little 
by doing so. Two years ago an order 
—not a church organization, but com- 
posed largely of Catholics— sold them- 
selves to a political party. Their 
leaders got office, tho presideut got 
high office, but the 100,000 members 
got nothing except the betrayal of 
their order. I wish in this country 
there were only one nationality. You 
are all Catholics. I would wish you 
to be Catholic Americans in the 
broadest and most patriotic sense."

The Conditions ot Farming 

There has been In the Southern 
States a steady diversification of farm- 
ing In the South and It Is this change 
tor the better which is pulliug the 
Southern farmer through the hard 
times. 

Tho "one crop" idea is injurious to 
any section, for tho soil itself revolts 
and demands rest through change. 

No doubt there is some advantage 
in special training which comes from 
tho subdivision of labor, even on a 
farm. But when this results, as in 

le Northwest, in a raising only of 

heat, the failure of wheat means 
poverty. 

So in sections of Kentucky given 
over to horse raising. To raise horses 
properly requires special training and 
spcc'al capital, and the decline in the 
e ot horses has corried down one 
stock farm after another. 

In the South, a crop of nearly ten 
million bales of cotton reduced prices 
to a point where it was absolutely 
necessary to raise something else; 
The result was a reduced cotton crop; 
a great corn crop and better prices for 
what the South had to sell. 

But this improvement in cotton 
caused the Southern farmer to curtail 
his corn acreage and increase his cot- 
ton acreage. Result: More cotton, 
It prices and loss food, 
le season may yet aid the farmer 
by curtailing the crop, but this is ex- 
ive, for when the South plows 
and plants for ten million bales the 
labor is one-fourth lost when adverse 
conditions reduco tho yield. The 
place to reduce the cotton crop is in 
planting; plant for a small crop and 
the crop will be profitable. 

This has been a great year for vege- 
tation ; fruit, vegetables and corn are 
glowing raukly. In various sections 
cotton, too, shows a flue condition. 

But a good year for vegetation is 
a'so a good year for insects, and In 
tome sections the worms are eurte.il* 
ng the crop in a very tffeotire man- 
ier. — Home and Vara.

Pari", July 14. — An attempt was 
made to assassinate President Faure 
to-day. The President had gone to 
Long Champs to review the troops. 
He had no soonor entered the field 
when a man iu the crowd stepped for- 
ward and fired a revolver at him. 
The shot did not take effect. Tho 
would-be assassin was at once arrest- 
ed. He declared' he had fired a blank 
cartridge and that he had no iuten- 

The name of the miscreant is given 
as Francois. It appears that some 
time ago, in order to draw attention 
to a supposed grievance which he 
harbored, he fired a revolver in the 
hall of the Chamber of Deputies. 
Francois declares that he had no de- 
sire to harm President Faure, but that 
the sole purpose of his act to-day was 
secure a hearing by the President of 
his grievsnce. 

The man Francois, who fired th 
two shots, was surrounded at the mt 
ment by hundreds of people, whose ii
